Their social contact has been very limited. ANDERS considered 
the appointee a highly intelligent, capable, dedicated person, 
whose professional reputation precedes him. His comments are 
completely favorable concerning the appointee’s character, 
associates , reputation and loyalty and highly recommends the 
appointee to a position of trust and confidence.

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1 NATIONAL AERONAUTICS AND SPACE ADMINISTRAT-ICN (NASA) 

Hr. CHARLES W. MATHEWS, Deputy Associate 
Administrator, Office of Manned Space Flight, National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration (NASA) advised Special Agent (SA) 

FORREST F. BURGESS as follows on August 3, 1971: 

He has seen ALAN SHEPARD Intermittently on a 
professional basis starting from around 1959. Initially 
the astronauts were under Hr. MATHEWS 1 cognisance for a short 
time. Mr. MATHEWS, as Director of Gemini, met with several 
astronauts, including SHEPARD, however , SH EPARD was not an 
active astronaut at that time. Later SHEPARD became In 
charge of the astronaut office. He developed an inner ear 
problem that Affected his balance around 1962, however, 
he overcame this and became an active astronaut again in 
1969 and made a flight to the Moon about 6 months ago. He 
has returned as the Chief of the astronauts and has again 
become an Inactive astronaut. Basically he is a personable, 
well developed person. He is vigorous and impersonable About 
his approach to any problem. He is a "cool, calm and collective 
type of person." He speaks well and is articulate. He is 
"a loner" type of person, however, he does have a wide circle 
of friends on whom he is not dependent and who in tu r n are 
not dependent on him. He has made many professional and 
social contacts in the quest of Ms career. He has a sharp 
mind- -one of the sharpest minds of all the astronauts. He 
is completely trustworthy and stable. His character and 
reputation are above reproach and Ms loyalty to his country 
unquestionable. No information of a derogatory nature 
concerning him has come to Mr. MATHEWS attention nor does 
Mr. MATHEWS have any knowledge of any objectionable habits on 
the part of Mr. SHEPARD. Mr. MATHEWS highly recommended Mr. 
SHEPARD for a position of responsibility and trust with the 
United States Government. 
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"•) Mr. CHARLES J. DONLAN, Deputy Associate Administrator, 

■' (Technical), Office of Manned Space Flight, National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, (NASA) , advised SA .FORREST F. BURGESS 
on August 4, 1971. He has known ALtAN SHEPARD since around 
February , 1959. -M r . -■ DONLAN - m e de - the" original - flight of- th e 
se ven astronaut s. Mr. DONLAN had a professional association 
with the appointee, Mr, SHEPARD, for two years, from 1959 to 
1961, when Mr, DONLAN was Director of a Space Task Force at 
Langley. He has only seen the appointee occasionally, 
subsequent to 1961. The appointee is an extremely competent 
person. He is very intelligent and one of the smartest of the 
astronauts in the United States. He has strong personal likes 
and dislikes, but he had a predominant desire to be an astronaut 
and made his first flight into space in May, 1961. Around 1962 
he had an inner ear problem which affected his balance and became an 
inactive astronaut. At this time he was placed in charge of the 

Office for Astronauts, and - they rep o rt-eel t o Hhim - t r u c document a tion ^ 

ajoxUig hcc r do gg c dncoq 1 1 . He overcame his ear problem and again 
was able to become an active astronaut. He made another flight 
into space around January, 1871. 

As far as Mr, DONLAN knows his character and reputa- 
tion are above reproach and his loyalty to the United States 
is unquestionable. He has a good reputation and has a fine 
relationship in his own family. No information of a derogatory 
nature concerning him has come to Mr. DONLAN’S attention, nor 
has he observed the appointee to have any questionable habits. 

Mr, DONLAN indicated he would not hesitate to highly recommend 
the appointee for a position of responsibility and trust in 
the United States Government. 
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Texas Senators 

The following investigation was conducted by Special 
Agent RICHARD T. TAYLOR, JR., on August 3, 1971. 

Senator JOHN G. TOWER, advised his knowledge of the 
appointee, ALAN BARTLETT SHEPARD, was gained primarily as a 
result of the appointee's acheivements as an Astronaut and 
Career Naval Officer. He has met him on a few occasions, but 
knows nothing of his personal life. He is certain there is no 
question concerning his loyalty to the United States, nor as 
to his reputation and suitability for a high Federal post. He 
endorsed him without reservation to any position to which Presi- 
dent NIXON may care to appoint him. 


I to Senator 

LLOYD BENTSEN, advised the Senator is not presently available 
for interview. He said he is authorized to furnish the fol- 
lowing information in his absence. Senator BENTSEN has no 
close personal relationship with the appointee. He knows of 
no unfavorable information concerning his character, associates, 
reputation or loyalty. He enterposes no objection for his 
selection for a high Federal post.

ALLEGED ALTERATION OF TELEVISION FILM. OF 
PRESS CONFERENCE WITH COMMANDER ALAIPSHEPARD

On 5-10-61, the Bureau received an 
allegation concerning a television film that was 
made at the press conference with Commander Alan 
Shepard following his space flight. The film 
was reportedly altered by erasing the answers 
which Commander Shepard gave and having an actor 
substitute other answers to the questions. The 
altered answers reportedly put Commander Shepard 
in an unfavorable light. 



Contacts with appropriate officials of 
leading news media in New York City did not develop 
any information concerning the allegations. Indi- 
viduals contacted indicated that they had no infor- 
mation concerning such alteration of a television 
film and added if this had been done it undoubtedly 
would have come to their attention. Many of the 
officials indicated their belief that the story 
might be a hoax. 
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The foregoing is being furnished for your 
information in the event such a distorted film has 
been produced and is shown in your area for propa- 
ganda purposes. Should you become aware of the 
existence of such a film, you should, of course, 
.advise the Bureau promptly.
